Mitchell took small part in the con- 


vention, but he campaigned, for White 
so well that on Thursday night it 
was said he had promise of 
votes 
enough to give him control of the en- 
tire administration if lie wished, in- 
cluding the choice of himself as pres- 
dent to succeed Samuel Gompers. 


Mitchell had refused up to today to 
discuss his position, but it ,vas known 
that he was reluctant to displace Gom- 
pers and that he had been asked to 
take the presidency at the 1914 con- 
vention. 
In the balloting John IT. Walker, a 
socialist, held the 3,708 votes of the 
United Mine Workers of America, one-

State Board 
of

Sent 


Rules to Prof. Buell for Future 


Reference.—Many Strin- 


gent Measures. 


The new rules relating to the san- 


itary care of schools, as laid duwn by 
the state board o£ health, January 29, 
l.!)K!, have been sent to the local high 
school from Madison, 
for 
distribu- 
tion am.ong the teachers of the city 
schools. The object is to urge all ped- 
agogues to pay more attention to the 
sanitary methods as they should be 
attended to. 
One important measure, as adopted, 
is as follows: All teachers, school au- 
thorities, and health officers, having 
jurisdiction, 
shall 
not 
permit 
the 
attendance in any private, parochial 
or public school of any pupil afflicted 
with a severe cough, a severe cold, 
itch, lice or other vermin, or any con- 
tagious skin disease. 
The 
teachers 


in all schools shall, without delay, 
send home any pupil who is .obviously 
sick, even if the ailment is unknown, 
and said teacher shall inform the par- 
ents or guardians of said pupil and 
also the local health officer as speed- 
ily as possible, and said health officer 
shall examine into 
the 
case, 
take 
such action as is reasonable and nec- 
essary for the benefit of the pupils 
and to prevent the spread 
of 
infec- 


tion. 
The parents are 
obliged 
to keep 
their children home in case of sick- 
ness. 
Teachers should 
remain 
nt 
home also when afflicted with such 
diseases. 
Air and F.oor Space, Duty 


of Health Officers, 
Ventilation, Heat- 
ing, Sweeping and Cleaning, Drinking 
Water, and Toilets, are the subjects 
discussed in the pamphlet on rules. 
Characteristics 
of 
the 
infectious 
disease? are carefully 
explained, in- 
cluding tuberculosis, 
scarlet. fever, 
diphtheria, measles, whooping cough, 
typhoid 
fever, 
smallpox, 
German 
measles, croup and chickenpox. 
The general opinion, is that many 
of these rules 
are very stringent: 
Every year there are perhaps from fif- 
ty percent to 
eighty percent of the 


population 
of 
the 
schools 
who 
have 
coughs, 
some 
very 
severe 
and 
some 
not 
so 
bad. 
If 
this 
rule were 
obeyed 
to the 
limit, 
it 
would mean that perhaps for a week's 
time, about one-quarter to one-half cf 
the 
students 
wmild 
be 
attending 
school regularly. 
The 
parents 
should 
take 
more 
pains with their children, and 
sae 
that they take 
no severe 
colds. A 
cold will develop in a short time into 
many 
infectious 
diseases. 
These 
rules should be obeyed, and there is 
no other way out of it, but the par- 
ents are largely to blame for their 
children catching colds, when a warm- 
er wrap, or a pair of rubbers, brought 
out of the of the 
closet in a jiffy, 
would perhaps prevent the very be- 
ginning of hoarseness.

ARE TOO SMALL TO 


I 
HOLD VAST CROWDS 


No College Stadium Ever Built Able 


to Seat Crowds at Champion 


ship Games. 


[BY ASMUC1ATEU PKKSS.J 


New York, Nov. 22.—The enormous 
demand for seats at the big inter- 
varsity football" games in all parts of 
the country this autumn presents new 
problems for the undergraduate and 
graduate managers which they are 
having great difficulty in solving. No 
college stadium Has yet been built 
that afforded ample seating accom- 
modations for the most 
important 
game of the schedule. It is always 
necessary to curtail the allotment of 
coupons, and in many cases to return 
hundreds of applications because of 
the impossibility of seating the thou- 
sands who are willing to pay from 
two dollars to three dollars lor tick- 
ets and spend from fifteen dollars to 
fifty dollars additional for transpor- 
tation and hotel accommodations pre- 
vious to the game. 
In no case has the increased seat- 
ing capacity of new stadiums kept 
pace with the interest in football and 
the demand for tickets. The task of 
handling 
the 
applications 
outgrew 
the under-graduate" football manager 
years ago and at present a corps' of 
stenographers and a 
large 
clerical 
force is necessary to open, file and 
reply to these requests oil s.eats. This 
situation applies, of course, only to 
the most important and closing games 
of the season, but the work and de- 
tail required in systematically caring 
for thousands of applications and the 
accompanying checks and postal or- 
ders covers several months. In the 


thousand seats and we have less than 
forty thousand. Even at New Haven, 
where th.e price of tickets is only' a 
small part of the cost of attending 
the game for most of the spectators, 
the management is building a colos- 
seum to accommodate nearly seventy 
thousand people.

The

of the board are: 
John C. Nichols, C. S. Putnam, Frank 
P. Croak, 
Edward Amerpohl, Harry 
Nowlan and John Soulman. 
Recommends Improvements. 
Secretary C. S. Putnam, recomen- 


ded to the association that a new 
stable of fifty stalls be erected be- 
fore the opening of the 1914 training 
season as Better stable accornoda- 
tions are badly needed at the track. 
He pointed out that a new 
barn 
would be a wise investment which 
would result in immediate financial 
returns as there was a much larger 
demand for stalls at the track last 
spring than could be supplied. Dur- 
ing the race 
meet last summer it 
was neccessary to provide tents for 
a large number of horses which was 
an 
item 
of 
considerable 
expehse 
amounting to $200 or over for the 
week. 
The other improvement which, is 
badly needed, is a cinder driveway 
from Milwaukee avenue to the race 
track. The present driveway is in n 
bad state of repair and while it 
v.

Action on

Fair Proposition. 
The proposal' for a lair to be held 
at the park next summer is one which 
has been agitated by several of the 
stockholders for some time past and 
has met with wide approval among 
the merchants and 'citizens.

held the sponsors of the movement, 
urge that the association hold a fat 
stock show, some time during the 
month of August, perhaBs, before the 
various county fairs t&fMTheW, ' In this 
way the show would' compete with thp 
lEvansville fair or iftrve to 
detract 


from the popularity of the neighbor- 
inf exliil''Hons. / 
The only drawback to the nronosal 
is the fiict that there is a lack of sta- 
bles and buildings [or the housing of 
an exhibit such as Janesville should 
provide. It is argued that the associ- 
ation could bpgin in a less nretentunip 
manner, on the other hand, antl that 
in lime a monster agricultural fair 
would be the outgrowth.

BOY OF SEVENTEEN 


MEETS NO TROUBLE 


IN GETTING LIQUOR 


William 
Franklin 
Arraigned 
for 


Drunkenness This Morning— 


Evidence to City 


Attorney. 


William Franklin, a boy of seven- 
teen years, was arraigned in munici- 
pal court this morning charged with 
drunkenness and his story of securing 
whiskey and beer at two local saloons 
last evening was toldT.o City Attorney 
W. H, Dougherty, who was called to 
the court room by Judge 
Maxfield 
when the real seriousness of the case 
was learned. 
The city attorney and 
police officials are now making an in- 
vestigation and are gathering further 
testimony 
which 
will be used in 
prosecution of the two liquor dealers 
if it is sufficiently conclusive. 
Young Franklin was in a particu- 
larly penitent mood when Judge Max- 
field lectured him severely this morn- 
ing and was on the verge of tears 
when lie promised that the 
offense 
would never again be repeated. "I'm 
through with this sort or. thing," de- 
clared the lad almost sobbing, "and 
r don't want any more booze." 
The 
court imposed a fine of $5 and cost or 
five days in jail, and the boy made 
arrangements to pay the fine. 
Franklin told Judge Maxfield and 
City 
Attorney 
Dougherty that his 
home .was in Sterling, 
Illinois, but 
that he had left when his father's 
treatment of him became unbearable. 
He stopped at anesville 
over two 
months ago, while on his way to visit 
relatives near Tomah, Wisconsin, and 
lias been here ever since, securing 
employment at the farm of Mrs. How- 
ard Welch west of this city. He said 
he had been in Janesville on several 
occasions, more frequently on Satur- 
day nights, and had had no trouble in 
getting liquor at different 
saloons.

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MYSTERIOUS MURDER 


CASE BEFORE COURT 


BEGINNING MONDAY 


College 
Professor 
and 
Undertaker 


Will Face Jury for Murder of 


Lady Doctor. 


[SI'ECIAL TO TlfH GAHKTTE.] 


Shelbyville, 
Intl., Nov. 22.—Prep- 
arations are being completed lor the 
opening next week of the trial of Dr. 
William B Craig, dean of the Indiana 
Veterinary college, who, together with 
Alonzo M. Kagsdale, an undertaker, 
also of Indianapolis, was indicted on 
December of last year by the Marion 
county grand jury for the murder of 
Dr. Helen Kuabe, a well known physi- 
cian and bacteriologist of Indianapo- 
lis, who was murdered on Oct. 23, 
1911. 
The case, which was originally 
to be tried in Marion county last 
month, was transferred 
to 
Shelby 


county on a change of venue at the 
request of Dr. Craig, and 
will be 
heard before Judge Blair of the Shel- 
by county court. A. M. Kagsdale, in- 
dicted'jointly with Dr. Craig, did not 
join in the plea for a change of venue 
and his case will probably be tried, in 
Indianapolis after the Craig trial' is 
disposed of. 
Owing to the promi- 
nence of the victim and the persons 
indicted for th.e murder and because 
of the mysterious circumstances ot 
the case the trial is attracting coun- 
try-wide attention and promises to be 
the most notable murder case ever 
tried in this county. 
, Dr. Helen Knabe, the victim of the 
murder, was about 35 years of as;e at 
the time of Tier death. 
She was born 
iii Germany, the daughter of a civil 
enigneer, and had come to this coun- 
try as a young girl to obtain scien- 
tific education, she came to Indian- 
apolis, studied medicine and estab- 
lished herself as a general practi- 
tioner. 
Having specialized in bac- 
teriology, she became assistant in the 
bacteriological laboratory of the state 
health department, gaining an excel- 
lent reputation for her careful and 
trilliant work. She had her 
office 
and living apartment on the ground 
floor of an apartment house in a quiet 
part of the city and lived quie'.ly and 
unostentatiously, devoting nearly all 
of her spare time to her studies. She 
had many friends and, so far as is 
known, no enemies, and nobody ever 
suspected her of having any love af- 
fair, although she was a strikingly 
handsome woman. 
On the morning of Oct. 24, lilll, 
Miss 
Katharine 
McHierson, 
Dr. 
Knabe's assistant, upon reaching her 
employer's 
apartment, 
found 
Dr. 
Knabe dead in her bedroom. 
Her 
throat had been severed, but, strange 
to say, there were no traces of blood 
upon the bed or the floor of the room 
and no instrument which might have 
l>een used in the murder was found 
in the room. The body lay upon the 
bed and was naked except for the 
nightgown, which was rolled up tin- 
der the arms. The police authorities 
were informed and after a careful in- 
vestigation they came - to the rather 
absurd opinion that Dr. Knabe had 
committed suicide. 
The' Indiana Council of 
Women, 
composed of some of the most prom- 
inent women of Indiana, dissatisfied 
•with the conclusions which the police 
had reached, decided to make a more 
thdrough investigation. 
They en- 
gaged H. C. Webster, a private de- 
tective, who collected the incriminat- 
ing testimony which formed the basis 
for.the indictment by the grand jury 
of Dr. Craig and Alonzo M. Ragsdale, 
an- Indianapolis undertaker, who is 
charged with being an accessory after 
the fact. 
Webster, it is stated, found that Dr. 
Knabe, who was a lecturer on path- 
ology in the Indiana Veterinary col- 
lege, of wh.ich Dr. Craig has been dean 
for a. number of years, had been an 
intimate friend of Dr. Craig, who is 
a widower, a little more than 40 years 
of age. Dr. Knabe was a frequent 
visitor to Dr. Craig's home and, as 
Webster is said to have ascertained, 
was anxious to become the wife of 
Craig. The latter, who has several 
children from his first marriage, is 
said to have been opposed to this 
plan and it is believed that Dr. Knabs 
visited the house of Dr. Craig under 
some pretext on'the evening before 
the murder to persuade Dr. Craig to 
marry her. 
The exact nature of the evidence 
collected by Detective Webster has 
never been divulged, but it was evi- 
dently sufficiently convincing to in- 
duce the grand jury to find an in- 
dictment against Dr. Craig and Alonzo 
3M. Ragsdale.. The arrest of the two 
men, who were both socially quite 
prominent, caused a tremendous sen- 
sation in/ Indianapolis at the time. 
Both were arraigned tor a preliminary 
hearing and released under heavy hail. 
It is understood that since the find- 
ing of the indictment the state lias 
found some additional -evidence of 
imnortnnt bearing upon the casp and 
it is believed that the trial will bring- 
some extremely startling and sensa- 
tional disclosures.

supreme court today by the Montreal 
Mining Company, a Milwaukee cor- 
poration, in a suit brought against 
the state. 
The company paid a portion of the 
tax assessed for its 1S11 income, but 
did so under protest, claiming it to 
be unlawful, and brought this action 
to recover. 
The state demurred to 


the complaint on the ground that the 
circuit court had no jurisdiction of 
the defendant state 
of Wisconsin. 
The circuit court sustained the de-' 
murrer and the company brought this 
appeal. 
Deputy 
Attorney 
General 


AValter Drew appeared for the state, 
and asked that the demurrer be sus- 
tained. 


The only question raised on the 
appeal was whether 
a 
corporation 


which paid an income tax to the local 
treasurer of a town, city or village in 
which it may be situated can main- 
tain an action against the state to re- 
cover the amount. The state contend- 
ed there is a broad difference between 
an action to recover back an illegal 
tax and review of the assessment 
made by the tax commission or other 
assessing body. 
"There is no reason why an action 
against the state to recover an ille- 
gal income tax should be given to an 
income tax payer because he does not 
pay his tax into the state treasury," 
said the attorney 
general. 
"There- 


fore it comports neither with justice 
nor common sense to require the state 
to disgorge moneys paid into the va- 
rious local treasuries of the state."

I say 'women' because I never knew 
any men who banded themselves to 
gethcr to read Emerson, James, or 
other writers and who took delight in 
the most abstruse passages."
